As if 
inftead of This is my Body, we fay, This is 
the Reprefentative of my Body, \f inftead of 
This Cup, we fay, The Wine in this Cup. If 
inftead of The Blood of the New Teftament, we 
fay, The Blood upon which the New Teftament 
is founded. \f inftead of Is fhed, we fay, A4y 
Blood which is now going to be fhed. All thefe 
are Figures in the Inftitution of the Holy Sacra- 
ment, and being Render’d in the true Mean- 
ing, are made Eafy and Jntelligible. 


(2:) But you well Obferv’d, that the Ex- 
preflion AZatth, x. 28. but Cannot Kill the Soul, 
is Eafy and Obvious in the Literal fenfe, tak- 
ing the Soul as a Being Diftin@& from the Bo- 
dy, and that can Subift without ic. ‘But that 
if Sowt be taken Figurativly there, and to 
Mean no more than the Life of the Body, 
this Explanation makes the Text a Solaci{m 
and Unintelligible; That one can Kill the Bo- 
dy, and yet not take away the Life of the 
Body, that is not Kill the Body. Which is a 
flat Contradiftion, (beyond a Solecifm or Ab- 
furdity) for it is to Kill the Body, and at the 





fame time Not to Kill the Body. 


(3-) But now after all, take heed you have 
not Miftook the Dettor, for ther is a. Figure 
in this Expreflion, even in our Senfe, and 
the Dr. takes Notice of it, that is, to Kill 
= Soul, which we fuppofe to be /mmor- 
tal. 

Countrym. That is a Figurein the Doffor’s 
fenfe too. For he Profefles to believe That 
both Body and Sou! will be made Jmmortal af- 
ter the Refurreétion. Tho’ | have fhew’d before, 


en, and fo Jeawes them both Dead for ever. 





But that is not the Point now. We will take’ 


him as he Profeffes. Then he allowing both 
Body and Soul to be Immortal after the Re- 
Jurrettion, he knows the State of the Damn d 
is Defcrib'd by Eternal Death. Which is a 
Figure. But is us’d for this Reafon, that 
Death being a Deprivation of all the Good 
things of Life, the Damn'd are Depriv’d of 
all thefe. And their Life is a Curfe, to make 
them Capable of Enduring Torments. So that 
they with Death rather than that Life. And 
Death being a total Deprivation of all Hap- 
pine/s, therefore that Miferable Stare is call’d 
Death. 

Now where that is Call’d Death, it is a 
Figure very Confonant to it, to fay, that 
Man cannot Kill the Soul. But if you take 
Soul as the Dr. do’s, only for the Life of 
the Body, no Figure can make Senje of it. It 
is not only a Solecifm, but as | have fliew’d, 
a flat Contradiftion. And the Dr. had Reafon 
to fay, J have no Reafon to be Bound by that 
Expeffion of St. Adatthew. No indeed, Doétor, 
you are oblig’d to get Rid of it by any 
means, or elfe to give up your Beolv’d 
Hyphothefis | 


(4.) Rebearf. But the Dr. fays, This is on- 
ly an Expreflion of God’s great Care over 
His Faithful Servants, even in the fimalleft 
Matters, and he Quotes feveral other Texts 
to the fame Purpofe, as the Hairs of your 
Head are Number’d, and a Sparrow does not fall 
to the Ground, &c. 

Country-m. And no doubt this of St. AZat- 
thew is a ftrong Confolation, to all Good 
Chriftians, that tho’ men may Kill their Body, 
yet they Cannot Xi// their Sols. But thac they 
cannot Kill or Defroy their Temporal Life, 
or the Life of their Bodies (which is the 
Doftor’s Expofition) is fo far from being any 
Confolation, that it is not True, and a flat 
Contradittion to this Text:

And 
all this follows, if it be a New Soul, or a 
New Life (in the Doétor’s Senfe) “that is 
Given at the Refurreétion.

(6.) But he has another -Anfwer to this 
Text, which he makes Trifing and AZean in 
our Senfe of it. He fays, For our Saviour, 
to Inflrugt them (His Difciples) in a Doétrin, 
viz. the Impoffibility of Adan’s Power to Kill 
an Immortal Spirit, which they muft know be- 
fore, if True, wou'd Savour more of Trifling, 
than giving of real Inftruttions in Chriftianity ; 
for it might Eafily be Returw’d, that all the 
World knows that an Immortal Spirit cannot be 
Kiked, [o thar fuch Infirnétions are vain and 
wfelefs, but God forbid we fhou’d have {uch 
mean Thoughts of our Saviour’s Dottrin and In- 
firuBion. 

Cauztry-m. And do’s not all the World 
know, That it is in the Power of Aan to 
Kill the Body, or Deftroy the Life of the 
Body? Which is the Senfe he puts upon 
the Text. And wou'd not this be as Trifling 
an Inftruétion as the other? See how he 
mends the Matter! He puts Trifling and 
Mean Thoughts wpon our Savionr either way ! 
Out of his Profound Veneration to our 
Blefled Saviour, no Doubt! , 

Bug the Znffruétion of our Saviour in this 
Text was not to Inform them either that 
Men cowd Kill the Body, or cou’d not Kil 
the Se#/. Both which he took for Granted 
they knew very well already: But from 
this Confideration, to ftrengthen them a- 
gainft the Terrors of Perfecution, and Mar- 
tyrdom. Thus wheh God faid, Ceafe ye from 
Man whofe Breath is in bis Noftrils, for wherein 
7s he to be accounted of? As an Argument 
not to Fear what Adan coud do. The 
Doficr woud have been very Smart upon 





God Almighty here, and faid, What Nems do }. 


you tell us, that Man’s Breath és in his 
Noftrils? Trifling, Vain, and Mean\ And the 
whole Scriprure may be Rédicul’d at this 


Rate, and all the Exhortations from ar 
nefs Of God, and the Meannef; OF ane a 
may be faid, we know all this already ! nia 
wou’d this Scorner have 5efted With the 
Argument againft the J/raclites Putting thej 
Troft in Egypt, Ifai. xxxi. 3. The i: 
ans are Men and not God, and their Horjey' 
Flefh and not Spirte? Ha! Ha! Ha! wort 
he have faid, what Inffruétion is this? Who 
knows not all this? But by the way ¢yj, 
Text puts a plain Difference betwixt Eefh J 
and Spirit. i :

But if ther were not a Spirit in ALan, Dis 
ftint from the Life of his Body,-it Cov 
be no Fault in him to be Carnally minded, 
as it is not in Beafs.

Nor cag 
the Life of the Body Luft again{t the Bodp 
Nor can the Life of the Body be Willing, 
when the Body is Weak, as in the Cafe of 
the -Apofles who were Heavy with Sleep. Was 
it the Flefh was Sleepy, hut the Life of that 
Flefob was Ready and Wakefull? And is the 
Body and the Life of the Body CONTRARY 
the one to the other?
